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Mami Yamazaki 3 *, Makoto MoCHlDA b and Yukie Kato c : A New Record for Ruppia 
truncatifolia Miki ( Potamogetonacecie) with Fruits from Lake Tohfutsu, Hokkaido, 
Japan 


Summary: Type specimens of Ruppia truncati¬ 
folia Miki bear no flower nor fruit. We collected 
a specimen with mature fruits in Lake Tohfutsu, 
Hokkaido. The fruits of the plant are ovate, 2.5- 
3 mm long, apiculate at apex; the pedicels 2.1- 
2.3 cm long, narrower than the peduncle.
